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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  eleven  such  being  notified  ;  of  these  nine  occurred  at 
Grasmere  and  two  at  Ambleside.  There  was  one  case  each  of 
Erysipelas  and  Diphtheria  and  four  cases  of  Pneumonia.  Of 
infection  associated  with  the  Nervous  System  there  was  one 
case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  two  of  Cerebro-spinal  Fever, 
one  of  these  being  a  military  case.  The  epidemic  of  Measles 
which  began  in  the  previous  year  was  on  the  wane,  only  36 
additional  cases  being  notified,  but  Whooping  Cough  was  more 
prevalent,  the  number  increasing  to  26.  There  was  no  fatal 
case  arising  from  any  of  these  causes. 

Artificial  Immunization  against  Diphtheria  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  and  A.P.T.  is  the  prophylactic  which  has  been  used  ; 
1  12  children  under  five  years  and  199  of  school  age  have  been 
immunised. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still  lacking. 

There  is  an  orthopaedic  hospital  for  evacuees  at  Ibbotsholme. 
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Two  pulmonary  and  four  non-pulmonary  cases  were 
notified,  and  of  these  one  pulmonary  had  contracted  the  disease 
elsewhere  but  came  to  reside  in  the  Area.  There  were  no  fatal 
cases  amongst  these.
